CALL FOR HIGHER 
QUALITY GASOLINE

Banks to Haodle 
Family Allowances 


Toronto, July Starting sometime 
this month the banks, through thetr 
branches all over Canada, are called 
upon to perform still another service 
to the public. They must and will be 
ready to negotiate the new govern- 
ment cheques issued under. the 
Family Allowances legislation,” said 
S. M. Wedd, President of The Cana- 
dian Bankers“ Association, in a 
statement issued here, 

“Official estimate is that 1,466,000 
individual cheques will be issued by 
the government each month,” he 
continued. Most of these cheques 
will be presented at the branch 


banks for encashment or deposit. 
“All government cheques are cash- 


ed by banks without charge, 

“The banks willingly accept this 
added opportunity for serving Gan- 
adians many of whom, perhaps, for 
the first time, will come into contact 
with the banks and with the useful 
services they perform, ’ 

“We shall welcome all of these 
people and aim to cash Family Allow 
ance cheques with speed and efficien- 
cy. At the same time it is my duty 
tu stress the need of the banks for 
o-operation on the part of all who 
receive these cheques. 

“Recipients of Family Allowance 
cheques can help themselves and the 
banks by remembering four 
requirements: ’ 

1. The need for proper identifica- 
tion at the bank, 

2. The need to make sure that 
cheque is correctly endorsed, 

3. The need to guard against losing 
cheque after endorsing and before 
cashing it, 

4. The importance of going to the 
bank in the morning hours if possible 

“First of all, of course, is identi- 
fication—a bank must be sure that 
the person presenting the cheque is 
the right person; therefore, if the 
holder of a Family Allowance cheque 
is not known in the local bank, he or 
she should take. into the bank when 
presenting it somebody who is known 
in the branch. This will help to ob- 
viate delay and misunderstanding. - 

“Next, is the endorgement on a 
cheque—it must be endorsed exactly 
as it is made out to the payee; after 
it is endorsed the payee should take 
no chances of losing it or having it 
stolen before it is cashed, 

“Recipients can help very greatly 
also by using the banks during the 
easier hours of the day rather than 
during their busiest ‘hours. 

“No doubt many cheques will 
reach the banks through merchants 
who cash them for their own known 
customers, Merchants and store- 
keepers would be well advised to 
make sure of the identification of 
any person offering a cheque and to 
make sure also that the cheque is 
endorsed exactly as it is made out.“

A Probable Coal Shortage 


It seems queer with the summer 
coming along—we hope—to be talk- 
ing about coal for next winter, but 
so it is, I have made careful inquiries 
about the coal situation and it seems 
to me that it is highly probable here 
may be a coal shortage in Western 
Canada next fall and winter, There 
is already a bad shortage of coal in 
the United States, and so it is likely 
that because of a lack in the US.A. 
Ontario will draw much more heavily 
than usual on Western Canada for 
their supplies next fall and winter, 
Prairie farmers, therefore, who will 
need coal next winter, would be well 
advised to buy their coal supplies as 
quickly as possible this early sum- 


mer, By doing this they have noth- |’ 


ing to lose, but on the contrary would 
have coal for next winter while it 
is still available at Western mines. 
The partial demobilization of the 
armed forces, we must remember, 
will not permit many, if any, men to 
be available for coal mining in time 
to dig for this next winter’s supplies. 
Then in addition to a shortage of 
coal miners, the existing shortage of 
freight car will probably be worse 
next fall and winter;

STILL, NEEDED 


The situation in regard to the sup- 


"| ply of graduate nurses and hospital 


attendants is still serious practically 
all across Canada, according to Mrs. 
Rex Eaton, Associate Director of 
National Selective Service, However, 
Selective Service in co-operation with 
the nurses’ associations, has met 
with some success in meeting the 
situation, particularly through the 
establishment of joint committees 
of the nurses’ associations and Select- 
ive Service, 

Tha situation now appears to be 
the most difficult in the Prairie Pro- 
vinces, 

“Literally hundreds of - graduate 
nurses”, Mrs. Eaton stated today, 
are still required. Through appeals to 
nurses to accept new assignments 
immediately a former assignment 
has ended, through the nurses stag- 
gering their vacations, and through 
nurses declining less essential re- 
quirements, a good deal of the defi- 
ciency has been made up.“ 

Mrs. Eaton also stated that the 
hospitals are now somewhat better 
provided with workers, other than 
graduate nurses, who are so neces- 
sary for hospital operation,
